Political motorcades fill island roads 
during final rallies prior to elections

viators may vsry well been re¬ 
gretting a tnp to Baby Beach or 
weekend travel this p ast Satur¬ 
day and Sunday as political 
supporters of Aruba two lop 
parties took to tlie roads in a 
final grand gesture of support 
fortlie favorite candidates. 

On Saturday, the brilliant 
yellow of the Moviimento 
Electoral di Pueblo or MEP, 
covered cars and trucks as 
began tlieir rally with 935 
cars departing from the Joe 


Laveist Ballpark m San Nico¬ 
las. They wended their way 
along Aniba's main highway 
to the Pos Chikito crossing, 
llirough Santa Cruz, to their 
headquarters in tlie home of 
the parties founder, G.F. 
■Betico" Croes, winch is now 
a memorial to his memory. 
Observers noted it took two 
hours and 4D minutes to pass 
at any given location. 

Arab a's current adminis¬ 
tration, Arabaanse Volkspar- 
lij, AVP, filled Aruba's 


western roads on Sunday 
with about 3QOO velndes dis¬ 
playing the intense green as¬ 
sociated with AVP. 
Supporters gatliered at van- 
ous points around the island 
to rally for their candidate of 
choice, eventually passing 
tlirough the streets of Oran- 
jestad. Ponton, Shaba and 
Palm Beach and the western 
suburbs of tlie island in one 
giant motorcade. Late in tlie 
aftenioontliehugelmeofve- 
hicles snaked east for Santa 


Cruz to finish at the Joe 
Lciveist Ballpark with a re¬ 
maining 1,753, around 10:DD 
PM. Observers noted it took 
the parade, on average, 9 
hours to pass any given point 
Tins far exceeds even the 
longest of carnival parades, 
making it one of tlie most 
well attended political 
demon strati oils on Arab a. 

Tliese political parades take 
place only every four years, 
ofrering islanders and oppor¬ 
tunity to demonstrate llieir 


party loyalties, but, most im¬ 
portantly, a day of partying m 
tlieiiame of politick progress! 

Elections will take place 
tins coming Fnday, September 
27, for a final burst of colorful 
support from tlie six parties 
witli registered candidates for 
Aruba's 21 -seat parliament. 

Arab a has one of the Inv¬ 
est rates of voter participation 
in its elections Last year, 
S5% of those registered 
turned out to vote.

built Aruba's tounsm industry 
dunng it pnmary growth be- 
ginmiig around 19SO, would 
be Ignoring how society 
evolves and changes, and 
when considered, only suc¬ 
cessful in the short temi. 

About 20 years ago, a 
stewardess on a regular 
Aruba run, descnbed their 
passengers as "thenewlywed 
and nearly dead." True, new¬ 
lyweds, retirees and a mature 
clientele with disposable in¬ 
come have always been the 
Caribbean’s pnme demo¬ 
graphic, not only Aruba's. 

Tlie ATA has funded over 
the past few years, some ex- 
penmental efforts to entice 
different, niche demograph¬ 
ics to the island, some of tlie 
events, unfortunately, not as 
successful as we would hope. 
Others, such as the recent 
Electncal Festival, surpris¬ 
ingly so. 

Perhaps it should not be so 
surprising as the Soul Beach 


Music Festival is a highly 
successful event, bnng tliou- 
sands of visitors a year for tlie 
Memorial Day Weekend. 
Tins is a very particular mche 
group and an event with a 
huge marketing engine be- 
luiid it, independent of the 
ATA. 

However, it now with 
more tlian ten years coming 
to Aruba, mostly because of a 
distinct preference for the is¬ 
land as the venue, expressed 
by those attending annually. 
It has also produced travelers 
who have purchased tinie- 
sliares to return at other times 
of tlie year, and who heartily 
recommend the island to their 
friends and families. 

Who would have tliought 
that watching DJ's spin the 
turntables for tliree nights in 
row, (admittedly surrounded 
by an astounding light show) 
would bnng thousands to 
Aruba fijr what wasn't even a 
holiday weekend? Tradition¬ 


ally, this time is one of the 
slowest of theyeai' for the is¬ 
land, so it was an excellent 
choice to stimulate travel. 

Many may feel that tins 
target group is not "'ideal;' 
tliey may not have the money 
to spend at jewelry stores and 
more exclusive shops, but 
one day, perhaps m tlie not so 
distant future, they will. So 
tlie success of the Electric 
Festival and this marketing 
effort can be considered both 
short and long temi. It not 
only stimulated arrivals at a 
time of the year that needs it 
greatly, but it introduces a 
new generation of travelers to 
tlie island, early on in thsir 
traveling experience ac¬ 
quainting them to Aruba's 
many exceptioiial virtLies, not 
tlie least of winch was easily 
interacting with tlie loc^ 


population. 

We forget that the 6D+ 
travelers of today were the 
same "Inppies" filling a field 
in Woodstock, New York in 
19(59 or stadiums and concert 
halls around the U.S. where 
tliey "tuned in and turned on." 
Those young people who 
filled Nikky Beach by the 
thousands for the Electnc 
Festival this year will die next 
gen erati on o f h on e^mi o oners, 
parents and grandparents 
traveling to Aruba widi fami¬ 
lies, keeping our tounsm in- 
dustiy growmg and alive. 

Most have grumb 1 ed 
through die vast and disrup¬ 
tive improvements being 
made to Qranj estad, soiiie- 
dmes scratching our heads 
and wondering whether it is 
worth it.

As years go by, 
these have become less fre¬ 
quent and tlieir numbers have 
dwindled, tlie last class to at¬ 
tend the school was in 19E5, 
when the Esso/Exzon Refin¬ 
ery closed Its doors 

The years and tlieir diaspo - 
rasto distance places have not 
dimiiiished their love of 
Aruba and warm memories of 
growing up on the island. The 
MVC Residence in Eagle 
Beach welcomed a contingent 
of alumni firom the Lago 
Class of'dfi back after an 13 
month hiatus since their last 
visit A number of tlie stu¬ 
dents did not make it to grad¬ 
uation, as their parents were 
relocated to otlier refill enes, 
but tliey still feel a part of the 
group and are treated as such. 
Tlie group of 13 are enjoying 
being back in Aruba and re¬ 
calling the many adventures 
tliey had on tlie island. 

■Aruba was heaven for 
kids," recall John Turner, 
whose father was First Mate 
on tlie Lake Tanker Valera, 
winch was sunk by the Ger¬ 
man U-Boat 51S on March 7, 
1944. "Diice school was out 
and on weekends, we were 
outside all tlie time, until we 
had to go to bed There was 


no end to the adventure to be 
found in Aruba's environ¬ 
ment, for curious youngsters.' 
John's father fortunately sur¬ 
vived the sinking of the ship, 
winch claimed the life of its 
captain, William Marshal 
Russell. First Mate Henry 
John Turner also served on 
the Pedemales in 1941, prior 
to that tanker being sunk of 
Aruba's shores with several 
deaths in February of 1942. 
Lucky forJolm! 

“What was wonderful for 
us then is still true of tlie is¬ 
land," asserts John. "The is¬ 
land, of course, is vastly built 
up fi'om when we lived here, 
but the weatlier, tlie wind, the 
sea, music and countryside 
and still take us back to tliose 
special times." 

Laurie Rockwell, who 
demonstrates her smgular at¬ 
tachment to Aruba by regu¬ 
larly producing beautiful 
landscape paintings of the 
places she loved most, recalls 
some of their youthful hi- 
jinks. "We used to hold scor¬ 
pion races. Tlie we would 
dare each other to place our 
arms on this wall where scor¬ 
pions passed with regulanty, 
holding still wlule they 
crawled over our wnsts. Once 
I had one tuiii and start crawl¬ 
ing up my arm, so I had to 
blow it off"

Tlie recent compliments of 
the Florida Canbbean Cruise 
Association pertaining to 
these beautificatian efforts, 
and their sigmng of an MOU 
to commit to promoting 
Aruba heavily as a cruise des¬ 
tination, shows they have 
paid off.

Air France in spot- 
as nine heid over 
record cocaine bust 



NAIROBI (AFP) - Kenyan 
troops are "m control" of 
Narohi's Westgate shopping 
mall, tlie Kenyan intenor min¬ 
istry announced overnight 
Monday, with all the hostages 
trapped by Islamist gunmen 
believed to have been freed. 

A government spokesman 
told AFP the (liree-day-long 
siege, in which the attackers 
massacred at least 63 shoppers 
and staffi was close to being 
declaimed over. He said special 
forces combing the building 
were no longer encountenng 
any resistance. 

After a day of fierce gunfire, 
huge explosions and black 
smoke that billowed over tire 
Kenyan capital, tlie vast centre 
was quiet 6D hours after the 
gunmen stormed the complex, 
an AFP reporter at the scene 
said. 

No details on the numbers 
of hostages released have been 
given, but 63 people were ear¬ 
lier recorded missing by the 
Pw.ed Cross, a figure tiiought to 
include hostages as well as 
tliose possibly killed. 


Almost 200 were wounded 
in tlie attack, and at least 11 
Kenyan troops were wounded 
in intense gun battles on Mon¬ 
day, the army said. 

Special forces on Monday 
also killed at least three gun¬ 
men and wounded several in 
bitter fighting in the part Is¬ 
raeli-owned complex, which 
was popular with wealtliy 
Kenyans and expatiiates. A 
Kenyan security source and a 
Western intelligence official 
said Israeli forces were also in¬ 
volved in operations, along 
with Bntish and US agents 

Somalia's AJ Qaeda-linked 
Shebab insurgents have 
claimed the attack, which 
began midday on Saturday, 
when the gunmen marched 
into the complex, firing 
grenades and automatic 
weapons and sending pan¬ 
icked shoppers fleemg. 

Kenyan army chief Julius 
Kai'angi said tire gunmen were 
of different nationalities. 
Many foreign fighters, includ¬ 
ing Somalis with dual nation¬ 
alities, are members of tlie 
Shebab force.

CIUDAD JUAREZ (AFP) - 
Gunmen armed with assault n- 
fles opened fire on a group of 
people after an amateur base¬ 
ball game m northern Mexico, 
killing 1D including a six-year- 
old girl, authonties said Mon¬ 
day. 

Two carloads of men carry¬ 
ing AK-47 n. fl.es emerged near 
tire field late Sunday on the 
outskirts of Ciudad Juaies, 
winch borders the US state of 
Texas, and opened fire. 

The dead included eight 
men, a woman and the child, 
said Carlos Gonxalez, 
spokesman for tlie Clnhuahua 
state prosecutor's office. 

Authonties have yet to ar¬ 
rest anybody or determine the 
motive, Gonzalez told AFP 

The shooting took place in 
Lorn a Blanca, a town outside 
Ciudad Juarez where federal 
police killed a Sinaloa dmg 
cartel capo, Gabino Salas Va- 
lenciano, in August. 

Authonties said earlier this 
month that they had detained 
the alleged leader of tire Juai'ez 
caitel, Alberto Carrillo 
Fuentes. 

Ciudad Juarez was once 
considered the world's murder 
capital, with 3,000 people 
killed in 2010 alone amid a 
turf war between the Juarez 
and Sinaloa cartels, but the 
homicide rale has been falling 
m die past tliree years. 


NANTERRE (AFP) - Nine 
people are being held in 
France and Venezuela in con¬ 
nection with the seizure of 
1.3 tonnes of cocaine slashed 
in SLiitcases on an Air France 
flight, police said Monday. 

Confirmation that six peo¬ 
ple were in custody in France 
followed Venezuela's an¬ 
nouncement on Sun da)'' that 
tliree members of their secu¬ 
rity services had been de¬ 
tained on suspicion of 
involvement in smuggling 
that led to the biggest co caine 
seizure ever on French soil. 

Tlie dmgs with an esti¬ 
mated street value of 300 
million euros ($27Dm) were 
found inside 30 suitcases on 
a Caracas-Pans flight, ac¬ 
cording to French Intenor 
Minister Manuel Vails, who 
announced the seizure on 
Saturday. 


Venezuela's justice and in¬ 
terior mimster, Miguel Ro- 
dnguez, said Sunday that an 
officer firom the anti-drug unit 
of the Bolivarian National 
Guard and two National 
Guard sergeants had been ar¬ 
rested. 

Police sources said none of 
the SIX people detained in 
France was a French national 
or employee of Air France. 

Cocaine comes from coca 
leaves grown in countries like 
Colombia, Peru and Bolivia. 
Venezuela does not produce 
cocaine, according to United 
Nations monitors, but traf¬ 
fickers do use its ports and 
airports to smuggle thugs to 
consumer countries. 

Experts say tlie European 
market has been targetted in¬ 
creasingly by traffickers be¬ 
cause the North Amencan 
market is saturated with over 
supply. 


US braces for shutdown a week before 
budget deadline 


WASHINGTON (Af P) - Tlie 
White House warned US federal 
agenaes Monday to prepare for 
a possible government shut¬ 
down that could hobble the US 
economy, as Congress wrangled 
over a budget deadline. 

The currenl fiscal year ends 
on September 30, and Congi'ess 
remains bitterly split over 
spending, and in particulai' over 
President Barack Obama's 
1 andin ark he altli c are 1 sw 

The Republican-led House of 
R.epfesentatives passed a bill 
last week that would prevent a 
shutdown at the price of de- 
fiuiding “Obamacare," tlie pres¬ 
ident's health reform. 

Oh am a has warned that this 
IS a non-starter, and now tlie 
House and Senate are left with 


one week to thrash out a com¬ 
promise. 

If tlie fail, several govern¬ 
ment agencies and their pro- 
gi'ams will dose their doors on 
October !„ placing hundreds of 
tliQusands 0 fnon-essential staff 
on unpaid leave. 

Agencies are finalizing con¬ 
tingency plans. 

The Pentagon said some 
civilian employees would be 
ordered on unpaid leave, and 
Congress would have to ensure 
retroactive pay for civihaus re¬ 
quired to come to work 
The White House's Office of 
Management and Budget is¬ 
sued a 2D-page memo on how 
agencies should plan for a 
"lapse in appropriations.'* 

The State Department also 


warned its employees. 

Undersecretary for Manage¬ 
ment Patrick Kennedy fired off 
a memo wai’mng that such a 
lapse could mean that "a num¬ 
ber of employees may be tem- 
porardy furlouglied." 

Under a similai' threat in 
3011, the Wlnte House said 
SDO,000 of rouglily 3.1 miUion 
federal employees and contrac¬ 
tors would be affected. 

The Democratic-led Senate 
IS expected to amend the 
House's stopgap bill, winch 
funds government at current 
levels imtii December 1S, by re- 
movmg the clause defuuding 
□bamacare. 

Senate Majority Leader 
Harry Reid opened what wiU be 
several days of intense debate 


in tire chamber, and set up a 
likely test vote for the bill on 
Wednesday. 

But Reid insisted he would 
not let a group of Republican 
"fanatics" achieve "take ffie fed¬ 
eral government and our econ¬ 
omy ho stage to their demands." 

If Reid gets Ins way, and he 
IS likely to, tlie chamber would 
then send die 1 egi slab on b ack to 
the House ^Vhat Sp eaker Jolni 
Boehner and Ins caucus do with 
it IS an open question. 

Americans are firmly op¬ 
posed to shuthug down govern¬ 
ment. polls show, even over an 
luipopular health law. 

Anew CNBC poU showed 
59 percent oppose the idea^ 
while 19 percent would support 
shutting down government 


rather than fimding Obamacai'e. 

Hie US government has shut 
down several times since tlie 
mi d-19 70 s, sometimes for as 
little as dn'ee days. 

Hie last two shutdowns hap- 
pened m November and De¬ 
cember of 1995, the second 
lasting 31 days, when another 
Democratic president. Bill 
Clinton, faced a Congi'ess con¬ 
trolled by rival Republicans. 

Parks and museums dosed

Brazil has 370,000 regular crack cocaine users: study 


BRASILIA (AFP) - Brazil 
lias 370,000 regular crack co¬ 
caine users 111 major cities, lu- 
duding 50,000 minors, an 
oSicial study found. 

The report commissioned 
by the government's Oswaldo 
Cruz Foundation said a total 


0 f one nullion Brazilians con¬ 
sume illegal drugs in the coun¬ 
try's main state c^itals, which 
are home to 45 million people. 

Crack users represent .35 
p ercent of consumers of illicit 
drugs and 40 percent of tliem 
live in the country's poorer 


northeast, tlie study found. 

More than half of those 
surveyed said tliey used drugs 
because they were cunous 
about the effects, 37 percent 
cited peer pressure and 25 per¬ 
cent said family or emotional 
problems were to blame.

Two decades ago the 
average annual cost of 
treatm ent per person with 
HIV was £19,000 while 
today It is $1SO thanks to 
generic drugs. 

Moreover, people with 
HIV are getting treatment 
earlier, which retards the 
disease's development. 

According to UNAIDS, 
the annual incidence of 
new infections has fallen 
20 percent over the past 
decade, and in 25 coun¬ 
tries, including 13 in sub- 
Saharan Africa, it has 
fallen by 50 percent. 

Over the past two 
years, the number of peo¬ 
ple who have obtained 
treatment for HIV has in¬ 
creased by SO percent.

OTTAWA (AFP) - Tech pio¬ 
neer BlackBeny made a last 
roll of the dice Monday and 
agreed to a probable $4.7 bil¬ 
lion buyout by a consortimn 
plannuigto take the stniggling 
smartphone maker piivate, 

BlackBerry was once a 
leader in mobile tech but has 
been squeezed by rivals An¬ 
droid and Apple, which coin¬ 
cidentally announced record 
sales of its latest iPhone on 
Monday. 

The Ontario-based company 
said it had signed a letter of in¬ 
tent with a group led by Fair¬ 
fax Financial Holdings 
Limited, which has offered to 
acquire the company 

Fairfax, a Canadian firm 
headed by billionaire Prem 
Wats a, is already BlackBeny's 
largest shai'eholder with ap- 
proiamately 1D percent of its 
shares. 

Wats a re signed from Black¬ 
Beny's bo ard in August when 
it announced a search for a 
suitor 

Under the proposed Black¬ 
Beny-Fairfax deal tlie consor¬ 
tium would offer $9 for each 
outstanding share, and Fairfax 
would coutnbute its own 
shares m the transaction. 

BlackBerry said it would 
continue a search for a possi¬ 
bly better suitor in tlie intenm. 

BlackBeny stock was down 
SIX percent to $S.33 before 
trading was h alle d j ust pn or t o 
its announcement. 

Its shai'es bounced back in 
afternoon trading to close at 
$ 9 0 S but remain far b el ow the 
stock's historical high 

Analysts reacted witli meas¬ 
ured optimism.

Delta, Virgin win antitrust nod for transatlantic pact 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Hie 
US govenimeiit Monday 
granted Delta Air Lines and 
Virgin Atlantic Airways an¬ 
titrust immunity for their pro¬ 
posed transatlantic joint 
venture, saying it would likely 
boost competition. 

The Department of Trans¬ 
portation said it had approved 
the request fi'om the two air¬ 
lines fiiir protection from pros¬ 
ecution over antitrust issues 

"We have concluded tliat, 
overall, the alliance and joint 
venture will be pro-competi¬ 
tive and aie likely to generate 
substantial public benefits to 
the traveling public," DOT 
said in its order. 


In June, US and EU antitrust 
autliorities approved Delta Anr 
Lines' proposed purchase of a 
49 percent stake m Virgin At¬ 
lantic to build a joint transat¬ 
lantic service, after 
detennimng the deal would 
not hurt competition. 

But the venture also had 
sought the Department of 
Transportatiou's grant of im¬ 
munity from any possible anti¬ 


trust action under US law 
against the venture. 

In December Delta an¬ 
nounced it would buy tlie stake 
from Singapore Airlines for 
$360 million, with the Virgin 
Group retaining its 51 percent 
share. 

Hie deal will put Delta and 
Virgin Atlantic into a joint 
venture wliich will offei' as 


many as 31 round-tnp flights 
between Bntaiii and the 
United Slates, including 23 to 
or from the key Lon do n- 
Heatlirow hub 
Delta and Virgin argued that 
their tie-up would offer more 
competition to American Air¬ 
lines and British Airways, 
whose own cooperation holds 
a powerful share of tlie US- 
Heatlu'ow market.
